Thev approved a resolution to ac- 
cept nothing less than the full 
amount of tax. penalties and inter 
est. 

Judge Corson's decision was in 
answer to Narherth Apartment 
Inc.'s petition against the Council 
ruling . 

In his decision. Judge Corson di- 
rected the County Commissioners 
to satisfy the lien filed for these 
taxes only upon the payment of 
taxes based on an assessment of 
$220,000 plus legal penalties and 
interest accruing upon the amount 
up to the date of payment.

Plan Blueprint Check To Avoid 
Inequalities Of Oil Rationing 

Determination of Floor Space Will Avoid 
Philadelphia Troubles; Rotfoninq. Board 
To Investigate Complaints 



If necessary blue prints of new 
houses will be checked in Lower 
Merion Township and Narberth 
Borough to insure against any in- 
equalities in oil rationing. 

Henry M. Harmon, member of 
the Montgomery County Rationing 
Board that includes Lower Merion 
and Narberth, said that a check of 
blue prints of new houses and 
houses occupied by different ten- 
ants from last year, would show the 
actual floor space which is the ma- 
jor factor in determining how much 
fuel oil shall be allowed for heating. 

Such a check, it was pointed out, 
would prevent inequalities similar 
to those reported in Philadelphia. 

Harmon said: "On new houses 
and houses occupied by a different 
tenant than occupied the houses 
last year, estimates of fuel ration- 
ing are based upon the floor space 



as reported by the occupants. 

"The Rationing Board is prepared 
to conduct investigations on new 
developments insofar as informa- 
tion of floor space reported checks 
against the blue prints of houses 
on file. 

"Where there has been any er- 
ror or injustice, the matter should 
be called to the attention of the 
Rationing Board by letter and the 
matter will be promptly investi- 
gated. Errors, wherever proved, will 
be rectified promptly by the issuing 
of additional coupons." 

Mr. Harmon points out that it 
is important to bear in mind that

OPA OUTLINES FACTS 
ABOUT POINT RATIONING 

Basic facts on point rationing were outlined today by the 
Office of Price Administration. 

1. Point rationing will be introduced to Americans early in 
1943 when war rationing book two is distributed. 

2. The purpose of point rationing is to guarantee everyone 
a fair share of scarce but essential goods while at the same time 
giving everyone a variety of items to choose from. 

3. There are three chief differences between point ration- 
ing' and the coupon rationing which is now in effect for sugar and 

coffee. 

4. The first important difference is this — under straight 
coupon rationing, one single coupon entitles the consumer to buy 
a specific amount of a single commodity — such as, one sugar 
coupon entitles you to buy three pounds of sugar. 

But in points rationing one set of coupons covers a whole 
group of commodities. For instance, your weeks meat ration 
coupons would enable you to choose your ration freely between 
beef, pork, lamb or mutton. 

5. The second important difference is this — the coupons 
in point rationing are of different denominations. Those to be 
spent in one week, for example, will include a one-point coupon, 
a two-point coupon, a five-point coupon and an eight-point 
coupon. 

6. The third important difference is this — the various 
rationed items within one group will have different point values. 
For example, tenderloin steak, being relatively scarcer, might 
have a high point value and require a larger number of coupons, 
while hamburger, being available in greater quantities, would 
have a lower point value. Thus, in exchange for a ration coupon 
worth eight points, the housewife might be able to obtain one 
pound of tenderloin steak or four pounds of hamburger. (Point 
values have not been set yet, values used here are for illustra- 
tion only.) 

7. The government will set the point value of each item 
within the group of rationed products and issue an official list. 
Point values will be based on available supplies and will vary as 
supplies of particular items increase or decrease. 

8. War ration book two will have four pages of blue stamps 
and four pages of red stamps. The blue stamps will be used for 
the first group of goods to be rationed by points. The red stamps 
will be used for the second group of point-rationed goods. 

9. The number on each stamp tells how many points the 
stamp is worth. The letter on each stamp tells what period it is 
good in. The government will announce these periods in advance.

County Slashes 
Tax Rate Again 

Third Cut Maintains 
Pay-as-You-Go Policy 
Promised by Peters 
And Hillegass 

Residents of Montgomery Coun- 
ty will receive a surprise Christ- 
mas gifte from the County Gov- 
ernment in the form of another 
tax reduction for 1943, amounting 
to 33-1/3 percent. 

Montgomery County Commis- 
sioners Fred C. Peters, Foster C. 
Hillegass and Raymond K. Mensch 
today announced a further cut of 
three quarters of a mill in the 
County tax rate to the record low 
rate of one and one-half mills for 
all County purposes. 

This is the third tax rate slash 
made since Commissioners Peters 
and Hillegass made public their 
pledge in 1938 to operate the Coun- 
ty Government on a pay-as-you-go 
policy. Mr. Mensch, who was 
elected to the Board of Commis- 
sioners three years ago, has joined 
in the spirit of this plan and the 
tax reductions have been the unan- 
imous decision of the Board. 

The tax cut, which will be made 
officially early next year, continues 
Montgomery County's record, that 
of having the lowest tax rate of 
any debt-free county in Pennsyl- 
vania. 

This reduction makes a fifty perr 
•twtit- <Sut fa "MtmtgomeryTs tax rate 
over a five-year period. The sav- 
ing to taxpayers as a result of 
these successive tax rate parings is 
given as approximately $1,100,000. 

Despite the reductions which 
have been made in taxes during 
this five year period, the Mont- 
gomery County Commissioners 
pointed out that they have devel 
oped 559 acres of parks in the 
Porkiomen Valley and along the 
Pennypack Creeft in Abington 
Township, built and equipped a new 
$250,000 hospital at the County In 
stitution District Home and car-

Dealers may sell only to 
the Armed Forces of the United 
States or to individuals presenting 
a certificate approved by the local 
War Price and Rationing Board. 

New stoves may be purchased 
only by individuals who are sub- 
stituting a coal fired stove for oil 
fired heating equipment or to heat 
essential living or working space 
which does not have any other type 
of heating available or to replace 
worn-out or damaged stoves. 

All local War Price and Ration- 
ing Boards have available informa- 
tion on this subject.

In the beginning it was an- 
nounced that the committee's plans 
could comprise only those who left 
not later than October 21, as sup- 
plies had to be ordered well in ad- 
vance, and war conditions made it 
difficult to secure the quantities 
which Were then specified.

Some substitutions had to be 
made In some of the later boxes, 
but there will be no protest on that 
score, as any more recent article of 
lesser value was supplemented by 
extra gifts which more than offset 
whatever disappointment might 
otherwise have occurred. 

As regards the retail value of 
each package, it la anybody's guess, 



check prices on - four of the main 
items in the box which were also 
sold in city stores and she reported 
that their sum-total cost exceeded 
$10. 

As 15 articles were sent to each 
man, and as all except one of them 
had a retail value of at least 50 
cents twith a number selling for a 
dollar or more), it would seem con- 
servative to say that the contents 
of the box could not be bought in 
the usual way for less than $15. 

Thus It will be seen that the 
Committee proceeded in a free- 
handed way, to correspond in spirit 
with the unmeasured service of the 
men who are with the Colors. That
